After one of the most searching 
probes ever instituted into county af- 
fairs, the investigation of the prison 
commission, assisted by the commis- 
sioners of Fulton county, on Tuesday, 
resulted in the elimination of two of 
the three charges brought against the 
authorities in’ charge of the county 
convict camps. 
~_-The charge that the convicts of the 
county have beén served “rotten food” 
was disproved. The charge that the 
convicts Jive amidst insanitary condi- 
tions was disproved. The charge that 
the convicts were, in many cases, too 
severely dealt with by guards, bent 
on mafntaining closest discipline, was 
proven. ; 
Whipping Charge Proven. 

From the lips of scores of convicts, 
from the written records contained in 
the “whipping books,’ from the mutes 
testimony of none too recently healed 
sears on the bodies of convicts, from 
the frequent apparent neglect of sores, 
wounds and bodily ailments, displayed 
by work-worn and wearied prisoners, 
it was easily discernible to the prison 
commissioners that too much authori- 
ty had been given to whipping bosses, 
and this authority had been given in 
direct opposition to the laws of pris-

punishment, such as camp confine- 
ment, whipping, cutting off of priv- 
ilege is administered. 

That the prison commission is a unit 
on the question of the food supplies 
furnished the camp, and that the com- 
mission agrees that the food served 
the convicts is of the best that can be 
purchased, well prepared and decently 
served, was made known by the unan- 
imous agreement of the commissigon- 
ers themselves at the conclusion of 
their 56-mile tour. 


Just Talk, That’s All. 


“We have investigated this question 
of food before,” said Commissioner 
Davison, “and, from what we have 
geen today and what we know of the 
camp rations in the past, we are of 
the opinion that the reports of poor 
food being served the prisoners is 
more or less the talk of disgruntled 
convicts.” 

The elimination of the reports that 
the prisoners lived amidst insanitary 
surroundings was also made possible 
by the close inspection made of all con- 
vict bukhouses, outbuildings and sleep- 
ing quarters occupied by the prisoners 
themselves. 

“These prisoners have the best ac- 
commodations of any prisoners in the 
state,” was the declaration of Com- 
missioner Rainey when the investiga- 
ting party reached the Roseland camp, 
during their tour. 

“TI make that assertion with the 
knowledge that my colleagues will not 
etion the statement,” he added. 
Regarding the question of the re- 
ports that convicts had been unduly 
punished, the commission agreed as 
a unit that too much authority had 
been wielded dogmatically by guards 

and other convict-camp attaches.

Planning to crush the locker «l 
and beer saloon, a campaign has been 
launched by the leaders of some 65,000 
or more prohibition advocates in At- 
lanta. 

The first step will be an immediate 


fight for better conditions for isolat- 
ing contagious disease patients. 

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city health officer, 
told The Constitution that for a 
meager $10,000 Atlanta can lessen the 
menace of contagious diseases spread- 
ing from the negro hovel to the homes 
of cautious white employers by the 
erection of an isolation hospital. 

“The city is helpless in_ the 
matter of quarantining negroes, suf- 
fering from diptheria,” Doctor Ken- 
nedy declared, ‘‘because the city has 
no place to isolate patients. In cases 
of smallpox, the city can remove the 
patients to the detention hospital.” 

Hospital Badly Needed. 


Dr. Kennedy says that Atlanta’s most 
impressive need at present is a hos- 
pital to care for all contagious dis- 
eases. 

Atlanta's total lack of facilities for 
the proper care and isolation of ne- 
groes suffering from contagious dis- 
eases caused the Rotary club, one of 
the city’s most aggressive business or- 
ganizations, to address a communica- 
tion to Mayor James G. Woodward and 
the general council demanding that 
the existing conditions be remedied im- 
mediately. 

Members of the club, which is com- 
posed of leading business and profes- 
sional men of Atlanta, expressed utter 
amazement at conditions, such as 
brought about The Constitution's ex- 
posure. Some stated that they made 
cursory investigations among physi- 
cians and were startled to learn that 
in many respects conditions were worse 
than pictured. -

Blames Housing Conditions. 

Dr. Claude Smith, city bacteriologist, 
blames poor housing conditions of the 
negroes as the cause of the spread of 
contagious diseases. Dr. Smith is a 
firm believer in a housing commission 
for Atlayta. 

“When\the city of Atlanta gets be- 
hind t ousing problem and does 


effort to secure bills of injunction 
against the principal locker clubs of 
the city and against each and every 
one of the beer saloons. This is to 
be the work of a group of liquor op- 
ponents headed by Seaborn Wright and 
Rev. HH.

On\the heels of this will follow the 
drawing of bills of indictmefit against 
prébably as many as ten or more lock- 
er clubs charging violation of the state 
and city liquor laws. These bills, two 
it is understood, will be presented to 
the grand jury at its-present session. 

“Have Evidence In Plenty.” 

A mass of evidence against numerous 
locker organizations and saloons is 
said to have been obtained by anti- 
liquor associations in which Rev. 
DuBose and Seaborn Wright play act- 
ive parts. This evidence, it is stated, 
has been put in the hands of the so- 
lictor general, whose office will draw 
the indictments. 

In ‘the preparation of the fight to 
file the bills of injunction, it is said 
that counsel has been employed. No 
names, however, have thus far been 
revealed. 

Seaborn ‘Wright, whose home in 
Rome, but who spoke in Atlanta Sun- 
day at a temperance rally, conferred 
Tuesday afternoon with A. R. Colcord, 
chairman of the police committee of 
council. Mr. Colcord was informed of 
the fight to be made to obtain the bills 
of injunction. Mr. Colcord discussed 
the situation with Mr. Wright, telling 
of the results of numerous investiga- 
tions recently made by his committee. 

Forces Join Hands. 

The Law Enforcement league will be 
aided by the Anti-Saloon league, which 
has been active in fights against liquor 
in Georgia.

Alfred ‘°C: Newell, foreman of the 
present. grand jury, stated over the 
telephone last night that he had not 
been officially apprised of the move, 
and that the grand jury had not been 
given official notice.

Georgian Threatened With 
Traumatic Pneumonia—Ill- 
ness Is Not Grave.

Washington, February 3.—(Special.) 
Senator Bacon, of Georgia, who has 
been confined to his bed for several 
days with fever, is threatened with 
traumatic pneumonia. On the advice 
of his physician, he wired today for 
his daughter, Mrs. W. B. Sparks, of 
Macon, Ga., to come to his bedside. 

During the Christmas holidays Sen- 
ator Bacon fell in a. bathtub, while 
visiting friends in Albany, Ga. and 
fractured the sixth rib on the left side. 
He thought little of the incident, and 
the fracture was not set until ten 
days later, He seemed to suffer no in- 
convenience until last Friday, when a 
fever developed. Dr. Joseph W. Mor- 
gan was called in, and, as the fever 
persisted, he today suggested to Sen- 
ator Bacon that he send for some 
member of the family. 

Despite the hard grina of the past 
several years, during which congress 
|} has been almost continuously in ses- 
sion, Senator Bacon has seemed in 
superb health recently. The many 
foreign complications which have 
pressed upon the country for solution 
have taxed him severely at times, and 
he has been in constant communica- 
tion with the president and secretary 
of state. 

John T. Boifeuillet, clerk of the for- 
eign relations committee, issued this 
statement today concerning Mr. Ba- 
con’s condition: 

“Senator Bacon has been confined to 
his apartments at the Netherlands for 
several days by a severe fever. He 
has telegraphed to his daughter, Mrs.

General Carranza Delighted. 


Culiacan, Sinaloa, Mexico, February 
8.—General Carranza and constitution- 
alist officials here were elated over 
the report from Washington that Presi- 
dent Wilson had lifted the embargo on 
arms. he receipt of a telegram an- 
nouncing the news was the signal for 
a demonstration. 

Along the frontier the impression 
was that the action of the Washington 
government was in no way the result 
of 4&4 compromise with the revolutionary 
party of Mexico. It was said that Gen- 
eral Carranza had no direct dealings 
with the Wilson administration since 
the breaking off of negotiations two 
months ago at Nogales, Sonora, con- 
ducted through William Bayard Hale. 


Since that tithe, it was, understood, 
General Carranza had assumed a wait- 
ing policy and|made no attempt. toward 
a renewal of negotiations. 

The first news here was received in

They were together half an 
hour, and President Huerta reiterated 
to the charge that President Wilson's 
revocation of the proclamation of 1912 
would not cause him to adopt retalia- 
tory measures. 

Few of the Mexican people were cog- 
nizant of President Wilson’s new move, 
but all the foreign residents were in- 
formed indirectly through the Ameri- 
can charge. Many prepared to take 
their departure from the capital. 


: President Huerta and Foreign Minis- | 


ter Moheno conferred together over 
the latest development, but what action 
Was decided upon was not made public. 
Mexicans holding official positions 
| and friends of the administration gen- 
erally profess not to believe’ that 
| President Wilson has improved ma- 
terially the position of the rebels by 
lifting the embargo on arms an¢ ar- 
munitions, but a fear that financia: 
assistance also might be accorded, was 
expressed frankly tonight by Querido 

Moheno, minister of foreign affairs. 

Although there is no disposition to 
confuse resident Wilson's act as 
recognition of the belligerency of the 
rebels, those at the national palace to- 
night asserted that it would have vir- 
tually the same effect. 

Some believe that the rebels now 
will obtain money necessary to enable 
them to make a swift campaign 
against the capital. They point out 
that banking houses and capitalists in 
general probably will regard a. loan 
made to the rebels, under the new ¢on- 
ditions, as an excellent business prop- 
osition, subject to little risk. 

The news that President Wilson in- 
tended to raise the embargo had been 
no secret at the American embassy 
for several days, nor in President Huer- 
ta’s office. But the receipt of cable- 
Srams early this afternoon stating that 
it was an accomplished fact caused a 
Stir in both offices and came as a 
shock to that small part of the public 
ye whom it became Known during the 

ay. 

The American charge, under instruc- 
tions from the state department, in- 
formed American residents, -and_ to- 
‘hight the news was widely dissemi- 
nated among foreigners, in whom it 
aroused considerable apprehension, due 
to lack of knowledge as to its effect 
on President Huerta. 

Many months ago it was assumed 
generally that such action by the 
United States would result in ruptured 
,relations between the two countries, 
and it was believed not improbable

that it would result in rioting in the 
Capital. 
The ignorance of the public as to 


what has occurred leaves as yet un- 
answered the question as to the part 
the people will play, but there is rea- 
son to believe there will be no anti- 
American demonstrations. Those who 
predict that the Mexican people will 
accept the attitude of the United States 
calmly point to the fact that the senti- 
ment of the people has changed so 
much in the past few months that they 


secretly will applaud President Wil- 
son's action, instead of manifesting 
disapproval. by . assalling Americans 
here. 


Government officials regard the lift- 
ing of the embargo at this time as 
,especially unfortunate, since they claim 
President Huerta was beginning to 
show progress.in his defense against 
the rebels.

Washington, February 3.—President 
Wilson, by an executive order, dated 


today, and made public at the white 
house tonight, removed all restrictions 
against the exportation of munitions 
of war into Mexico from the United 
States, placing the contending Mexi- 
can elements on a basis of equality 
with respect to the purchase of arms 
and supplies in this country. The ex- 
ecutive order emphasized that it was 
the desire of the United States to be 
in the same position of neutrality to- 
ward the contending factions in Mexico 
as were the other powers. 


Text of Proclamation. 


The text of the proclamation follows: 

“Whereas, by a proclamation of the 
président, issued on March 14, 1912, un- 
der a joint resolution of congress, ap- 
proved by the president on the same 
day, it was declared that there existed 
in Mexico conditions of domestic vio- 
lence which were promoted by the use 
of arms or munitions of war procured 
from the United States, and, 

“Whereas, by joint resolution above 
mentioned, it whereupon became unlaw- 
ful to export arms or munitions of war 
to Mexico except under such limita- 
tioris and exceptions as the president 
should prescribe; 

“Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil- 
son, president of the United States of 
America, hereby declare and proclaim 
that, as the conditions on which the 
proclamation of March 14, 1912, was 
based, have essentially changed, and 
as it is desirable to place the United 
States, with reference to the exporta- 
tion of arms or munitions of war to 
Mexico, in the same position as other 
owers, the sajd proclamation is here- 
y revoked.” 4 

Statement of Explanation. 


Accompanying the order, the white 
house issued the following statement 
of explanation: 

“The executive .order under which 
the exportation af arms and ammuni- 
tion into Mexico tis forbidden was a de 
parture from the accepted practices of 
neutrality—a deliberate departure from 


those practices undér a well-considered 
joint resolution of... congress—deter- 
mined upon in ‘circumstances which 
have now ceased to exist. It was in- 
tended to dis¢ourage incipient revolts 
against the regularly constituted au- 
thorities of Mexico. Since that order 
was issued rcumstances of the 
case have undergone a radical change. 
There is now ro constitutional govern- 
ment in. Meics5; and the existence of 
this ordér hinders and delays the very 
thing the government of the United 
States is now insisting upon, namely, 
that Mexico shall be left free to settle 
her own affairs and as soon as possi- 
ble put ther upon a constitutional 
footing by her own force and counsel. 
The order is, therefore, rescinded.” 
American embassies and legations 
abroad were instructed last Saturday 
to inform foreign govefnments of the 
above decision. Similarly, Secretary 
Bryan late yesterday informed the 
members af the diplomatic corps here. 
This was in line with the policy an- 
nounced at the beginning of the pres- 
ent administration here of keeping the 
nations of the world -nrormed of the 
developments in the Mexican policy of 
this government. 
Administration Viewpoint. 


The administration viewpoint on the 
action taken today, as gathered from 
those familiar with the president's at- 
titude, may be summed up as follows: 

“No one outside Mexico can now ac- 
commodate her affairs. The with- 
drawal of all moral or material sup- 

ort from without is the indispensa- 

le first step to a solution from with- 

in. From many sources which it deems 
trustworthy the government of the 
United States Has received information 
which convinces it that there is a 
more hopeful prospect of peace, of 
security of property and of an early 
payment of foreign obligations if 
Mexico is left to the forces now reck- 
oning with oné another there, than 
there would be if anything like a mere 
change of personnel were effected at 
Mexico City. 

“There are no influences at Mexico 
City that can be counted on to do any- 
thing more than to perpetuate and 
strengthen the selfish oligarchical and 
military interests which, it is clear, 
the rest of the coutry can be made to 
endure only by constant warfare and 
a pitiless harrying of the north. The 
president is so filly convinced of: this, 
that, after months of the most care- 
ful study of the situation at close 
range, he no longer feels justified in 
maintaining an irregular position as 
regards the contending parties in the 
matter of neutrality. 

Settlement By Civil War. 

“The intent is, therefore, to remove 
the inhibition on the exportation of 
arms and ammunition to Mexico from 
the Uited States. Settlement by civil 
war carried to its bitter conclusion is 
a terrible thing, but it must come now 
whether we wish it or not, unless 
some outside power is to undertake to 
sweep Mexico with its armed forces 
from end to end, which would be the 
mere beginning of a still more diffi- 
cult problem. 

“By removing the inhibition on the 
exportation of arms and ammunition 
into Mexico the government of the 
United States puts itself, and intends 
to put itself, in the same position as 
other nations, whose subjects all along 
have been at liberty to deal as they 
pleased with Mexico. The govern- 
ment of the United States deems it es- 
sential to the settlement of her pres- 
ent difficulties that Mexico should be 
treated as any other country would be 
which was torn by civil war. 

“The circumstance that Mexico is for 
the time being uhable to meet her 
financial obligation creates no novel or 
exceptional international rights; and 
she will be the sooner able to meet her 
obligations and resume her full inter- 
national responsibilities if she is left to 


determine her own affairs, first by do- 
mestic force and then by domestic 
counsel.” ‘ 


Arms Question a Storm Center. 
Shipment of arms and ammunition 
from the United States into Mexico has 
been one of the principal levers of 
American influence in the Mexican sit- 
uation, and has been the storm center 
of agitation ever since armed revolu- 


tion began in Mexico in November, 
1910. It was charged by the Diaz 
government, then in power, that the 


rebellion waged by Madero was sus- 
tained by arms purchased in the United 
States. 

President Taft ordered troops to the 
Mexican border to enforce neutrality, 
but notwithstanding this, the Madero 
revolution was quickly successful. The 
border patrol of several thousand 
Nt since has been maintained 
chiefly to prevent smugeling of arms. 

The United States was confronted in 
the spring of 1912 with another revo- 
lutionary outbreak... this time by Oroz- 
co against the Madero government, 
which had been formally recognized. 
Again the United States took the posi- 
tion of assisting the regularly consti- 
tuted government, but President Taft 
asked for specific legislation empower- 
ing him to make the embargo against 
arms more effective. hypo | f a 
oint resolution was passed on March 


4, 1912, by congress. providing: 
“That whenever the president shall 
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find that in any American ecvuntry con- 
ditions of domestic violence exist which 
are promoted by the use of arms or! 
munitions of war procured from the | 
United States, and shall make precia- | 
mation thereof, it shall be unlawful to 
export, except under such eee RtLORe | 
and exceptions as the president shall | 
prescribe, any arms or munitions of} 
war from any piace in the Unite tates | 
to such country until otherwise order- ° 
ed by the president or by congress.” ! 
Taft t Huerta Get Arms. 

It was under this resolution of ‘“‘ex- 
ceptions,” that the Washington govern- 
ment, when President Wilson was in- 
augurated, was permitting arms to go 
to the Huerta government, but keeping 
them from the rebels. From then un- 
til late August, the same policy was 
pursued. The president in an address 
to congress then announced his deci- 
sion to deny arms to all factions. This 
was regarded as tantamount to a dec- 
laration that constitutional govern- 
mént no longer existed in Mexico, and 
that the assistance hitherto given a 
legally constituted regime should 
cease. 

The actual operation of this em- 
bargo, instead of effecting neutrality, 
imposed a condition of affairs against | 
which constitutionalists protested vig- 
orously. They argued that the Huerta 
fovernment could obtain supplies from | 
Lurope, whereas the constitutionalists | 
were cut off from their only external 
Dase of supply—the American bound- 
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ary. —— continued fighting, in the, 
Opinion ef government officials here, 
against heavy odds, obtaining their! 


ammunion by the slow process of con- 
quest. The struggle of the constitu- 
tionalists to occupy s€aports so that 
they might get arms by sea ended in 
failure, for the Huerta regime had all! 
the gunboats in the Mexican navy, and 
such places as Tampico and Tuxpan '! 
proved invulnerable to land attack. |

This argument had been urged in 
the Washington administration, not 
only by the constitutionalist sympa- 
thizers, who managed to get their 
views before members of the United 
States senate, and before the American 
&overnment in the parleys with Wil- 
liam Bayard Hale, but had been laid 
before President Wilson by leaders in 
congress. 


Wilson’s Action Approved. 


Expressions of warm approval came 
from both ends of the capitol today 
when news spread of the president's 
decision to lift the embargo. To mem- 
bers of the senate foreign relations 
committee it was no surprise, for they 
had an intimation of it in their recent 
conference with the president. 

“Such an announcement does mot 
surprise me,’ said Senator Lodge, re- 
publican. — “I would rather not com- 
ment on it, but I shall try to sustain 
the president in his foreign policy.” 

Senator Root, another republican 
leader, commended the move, as did 
democrats generally. “Members of all 
political parties. said that, regardless 
of the merits of the embargo itself, 
its operations hitherto had been a 
distinct disadvantage to the constitu- 
tionalists. Members of the foreign re- 
lations committee who now approve 
the lifting of the embargo did not think 
that way last August. There are some 
who think that if the embargo had 
been raised sooner, the revolution in 
Mexico might have been ended before 
now. 

Many members of congress are confi- 
dent the president's action today means 
the termination of the revolution in 
a short time Senators did not ven- 
ture predictions as to what kind of 
government would succeed, but they |! 
pointed out that the constitutionalists | 
had a semblance of organized and ree- 
ulated ower, even though they had! 
not established civil government in the} 
territory under their control. They do 
not feel that the time has come for | 
the United States to recognize the con- | 
Stitutionalist forces as belligerents ‘1: | 
the diplomatic sense and persons close 
to the administration were careful to 
point out that today’s developments 
should not be construed as involving 
ee United States as a partisan in the 
Mexican situation. 

Inquiries as to whether the with- 
drawal of Charge O’Shaughnessy or 
any change in the border patrol was 
under consideration, led to the decla- 
ration of high officials of the admin- 
istration that no further steps were 
contemplated. 

The capitol buzzed with gossip as te 
the probable effect in Mexico of the 
lifting of the embargo, Many officials 
conversant with Mexican affairs did 
not believe any immediate change in 
the situation would result. In the 
highest official circles no excitement 
was displayed, the usual serenity pre- 
vailing at the white house and the ex- 
ecutive departments. 


GEORGIAN AND FAMILY | 
DRIVEN FROM MEXICO 


San Francisco, February 3.—Forced 
to leave their ranch at Los Pinos, state 
of Jelisco, Mexico, after rebels had 
looted and burned their house, Dr. 
Thomas C. Jones, Mrs. Jones and their 
8-year-old son made a perilous trip in 
& small open launch along 200 miles 
of seacoast and were taken aboard the 
United States collier Nanshan, which 
arrived here yesterday from Mazatlan. 

A detachment of seventy-five rebels 
that captured Los Pinos on January 
10 surrounded Dr. Jones’ tobacco ranch, 
stole $4,000 in cash and Mrs. Jones’ 
jewelry and then set fire to the house 
and outbuildings. After many hard- 
ships, Jones and his family reached the 
coast, sixty miles away, and chartered 
a launch.

The appointment of 
no other man in the state would have better 
served that purpose.

ELECTRIFYING CITY TERMINALS 

During his recent visit to Atlanta John 
Howe Peyton, newly-elected president of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
way, suggested the electrification of railroad 
terminals in Atlanta as solving a formidable 
feature of the smoke nuisance. 

Coming from a railroad head, the state- 
ment is significant. It means an awakening 
in the right quarters to one of the increas- 
ingly grave problems of every large city. 

If ever there was a city that should take 
advantage of the relief offered in electrifica- 
tion of terminals, that city is Atlanta. Here 
both passenger stations are in the very 
heart of the city. Much freight is also trans- 
ferred through the most congested districts. 
Hundreds of trains daily belch smoke, soot 
and cinders in important city streets, clog- 
ging the throats and lungs of citizens, dam- 


aging buildings and injuring stocks of goods. 


It is doubtful if any other city of At 
lanta’s size in the country would so long 
tolerate this insanitary and unsightly out- 
rage. Other cities with terminals similarly 
placed demand either electrification or some 
approximately efficient remedy. 

If objection is raised on the score of ex- 
pense, it can be answered that the ultimate 
expense in health and property loss is 
heavier. This is not to reckon with the 
certainty that when an exasperated public 
finally is driven to demand action the cost 
may be much larger than if voluntary steps 
are taken before public resentment reaches 
a crisis. 

The electrification method seems prac- 
tical and°adequate. Surely it is worth in- 
vestigation by council and tne railroads. If 
other railroad heads are as open-minded as 
President Peyton the problem may be found 
already nearly half solved. 


THE ABORIGINAL VILLA. 


One need not admire nor approve. Fran- 
cisco Villa, the Mexican bandit-general, to 
recognize in him a certain savage directness 
that shows up in refreshing contrast to the 
mealy-mouthed pretensions of some of his 
compatriots. The dispatches tell us that 
Felix Diaz, safely ensconced on neutral soil 
in Havana, sent a messenger to Villa asking 
the latter to renounce Carranza and join a 
Diaz plot. 

Once the messenger had delivered him- 
self of his mission the course of Villa was 
summary. He had the luckless individual 
stood up against an adobe wall and per- 
forated with bullets. 

Of course the action was murder pure 
and simple and a barbarous violation of the 
fundamental laws of neutrality. At the 
same time one knows where he stands with 
such a man. There is no backing and filling, 
as with the ill-starred Madero and Carranza 
and Zapata—no homicidal harshness one 
day and grandiloquent altruism the next. 

It is not likely that Villa will ever head 
the Mexican nation. He reminds one too 
much of that other aborigine, Huerta. But 
he at least nas the negative virtue of refus- 
ing to cloak a mania for slaughter under the 
suave words and fair seeming of the twen- 
tieth century.

WHAT THEY ORDER. 


Just pie. Pie made of tender, tart ap- 
ples fresh from the barrels in the cool stor- 
age house is best. 

Apple pie, baked in mouth-watering, soul- 
delighting crust’, browned just a little, 
dimpled here and there, 
and gashed with little 
slits through which the 
nectar juice oozes up 
and dries in. thick de- 
licilousness on top, are 
ordered at home and 
abroad whenever there 
seems a possibility that 
the order can be filled. 

There rs no reason 
why pies, tasting and 
smelling just right, 
with the correct thick- 
ness of crust above and 
below and exactly 
enough filling in them, 
shoulda not adorn every 
table in the land. 

The recipe for every- 
day pastry has been 
publishea in this col- 
umn again and again 
and if you have not 
saved it we are ready 
and glad to send it to you for a stamp. 
Still, there seems to be trouble among the 
pie eaters. This come, we think, from the 
shortening agents used and very frequently 
the pastry is made too wet. “Drowning the 
miller,” old cooks call rmuis accident and 
they know how to right it. Flour will ab- 
sorb a great deal of moisture,-s0 if you 
carelessly add too much water to your pas- 
try let it stand a half hour betore rolling 
it out. After it is rolled spread more 
butter or shortening over the sheet of paste 
and sprinkle more flour on, fold and roll out 
again. Continue this until the pastry seems 
short enough, 

| The propertion of water can never be 
&iven exacly in pastry recipes because some 
brands of flour require more moisture than 
others and because no two people ever did, 
nor ever will, agree upon what is a per- 
fect result in pie baking. 

Summer time, with its wealth of fresh 
berries, is pre-eminently pie time, but if one 
knows how to cook the splendid dried fruits 
upon our markets pies may still be the most 
popular article of food we have, though 
fresh fruit is absent. 

Another thing, it is said that if each in- 
habitant of our country would use one and 
a half pounds of dried fruit each year, which 
would not be equal to one pie a week, the 
entire output of California’s dried fruit would 
be consumed and thousands of additional 
acres could be put under cultivation. These 
dried fruits are bright, clean and sweet, well 
packed from selected fruit and low in price. 

Yet comparatively few housekeepers know 
how to use this excellent food and families 
are deprived of as much fruit as they could 
eat. Much fun has been enjoyed at the ex- 
pense of dried apple pies, but there is no 
joke about the pies made from de-hydrated 
fruits. You can have not only apples and 
peaches, but raspberries, strawberries, pears, 
apricots and plums are also evaporated now 
and are fine.

Editor Constitution: To say that I was 
amazed by your news and editorial state- 
ments this morning touching the manner in 
which disease’ among the negroes menaces 
the whites, would be putting it with extreme 
mildness. 

My home is in New York and this is my 
first visit to Atlanta, or really to any south- 
ern city of consequence. 
other northern cities, we long since recog- 
nized that a germ is a germ, whether it 
Originates in a black or a white body, in a 
Slav or a Magyar that has just landed, in 
the child of the multi-millionaire or the tot 
of the tenements. 

New York and other northern cities build 
their sanitary systems upon that premise. 
They realize that it is courting death and 
disease for the whole community if they 
make one section of the cormmunity clean up 
and ignore the infection that riots in an- 
other. 

Staggers Credulity. 

I had thought that you, with the unique 
négro problem on your hands, were even 
more exquisitely alive to this invariable law 
of science and common sense. | find 
your negroes, in the mass, are even more 
densely ignorant and sanitarily careless than 
the foreign hordes against which the city 
of New York has to protect itsel’. 

Yet I read in your columns that so far 
as the official attitude of the city is con- 
cerned, it absolutely refuses to recognize

single exception of smallpox. That astound- 
ing fact speaks in Atlanta's policy in puild- 
ing and maintaining a white hospital for 
contagious diseases while there is none 
whatever for contagious diseases among the 
negroes.

PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE. 
By GEORGE FITCH 
Author of “At Good Old Stwash” 


Pennsylvania avenue was invented by a 
Frenchman, Major L’Enfant, but has since 
come to be more American than any other 
Street in the nation. It is not only the prin- 
cipal thoroughfare of Washington, D. C., but 
it is the principal way to fame, glory and 
political success. Half the politicians of 
this country dream at night of the day when 
they will march proudly up Pennsylvania 
avenue to the capitol of the United States 
and take a seat in congress; while half the 
members of congress dream of the day when 
will be hauled back over the same 
Street between cheering thousands to the 
white house. 

Pennsylvania avenue is not the longest 
Street in the world, but it is one of the wid- 
est. It is so wide that the government wasn't 
able to see across to the south side of it 
for almost a century and allowed it to grow 
up like an amateur’s garden in July. It 
connects the capitol with the white house 
and a good many times has been the only 
connection between the two. This stretch 
of Pennsylvania avenue is only a mile long 
and contains more statesmen, diplomats, army 
officers, politicians, tourists and public 
buildings per block than any other Ameri- 
can street, 

The famous part of Pennsylvania avenue 
begins with magnificence at the capitol and 
loops the loop from splendor to decay many 
times before it reaches the white house. It 
has massive, palatial hotels where the new 
congressman’s salary is taken charge of by 
the bell boy on his arrival and twenty-five 
cent lodging houses. It has the 287 foot 
dome of the capitol and the 300 foot tower 
of the postoffice and also a number of one- 
story buildings built after the Pat Flaherty 
style of hod carrier architecture. Visitors 
are shown the gratings in the sidewalk 
through which the slaves got air when they 
were being held for market and also the 
handsomely furnished rooms in the capitol 
where the slaves of Aldrich and Cannon were 
once confined. The patriots of the Union 
army marched up Pennsylvania avenue in 


Every four years the patriots have marched 
down the avenue to the white house 
armed with indorsements from 
‘helr congressmen 


1865, and every four years since the patriots 
of the winning party*ave marched down the 
avenue to the white house in a solid body 
armed with indorsements from their con- 
gressmen. 

No American should be content until he 
has seen Pennsylvania avenue; and no con- 
gressman should be content until he has 
helped make it more worth seeing. 


South American Beef. 


(From “Beef from South America and Aus- 
tralia.” by Arthur Wallace Dunn, in the 
American Review of Reviews for Jan- 
uary.) 

Although thirty million pounds of South 
American beef came into the United States 
during the first month the new tariff law 
was in operation, and meat producers of 
Argentina have made arrangements to enter 
the American market, it does not follow 
that this country is going to be overrun with 
importations of meat because the duty has 
been removed. Furthermore, while the 
South American product may be sold for a 
time at a few cents less per pound than beef 
produced in this country, it is not at all Tike- 
ly that the price of meat will be reduced to 
any appreciable extent or remain long upon 


a lower level on account of the supply fron a 


foreign countries. 

The meat supply for the people of this 
country is a problem devolving upon the 
agricultural department, and Secretary 
Houston has found it the most stupendous of 
the many questions that have confronted 
him since he entered upon his duties. When 
it became apparent that meat was to be ad- 
mitted free of duty into this country the 
secretary of agriculture dispatched Dr. A. 
D. Melvin, chief of the bureau of Animal in- 
dustry, to South America, and Dr. E. C. Joss, 
inspector in charge at Portland, Ore., to Aus- 
tralia, the two continents second only to the 
United States in meat production, and from 
which any considerable supply of meat must 
come if it is imported into this country un- 
der the free-meat provision of the Under- 
wood tariff. These officials were sent to 
investigate meat-producing conditions, and 
to see whether the meat inspections were 
such as to conform to the laws and regula- 
tions of the United States. The agricultural 
department also formulated regulations un- 
der the new tariff which provide that im- 
ported meats must be governed by the pure 
food law and the meat inspection act. 

It has been claimed that the “invasion” 
of South America by meat-packing concerns 
of the United States was to have a far-reach- 
ing effect in regulating the supply and fix- 
ing the prices in this country; therefore; 
Dr. Melvin’s investigation extended not only 
to the methods of inspection, but algo to the 
raising of cattle, the sale of beeves, and the 
production of meats for markets in Europe 
and the United States.
